SAN FRANCISCO — Division of 
Mines, Department of Natural Re- 
sources, under the direction of Wal- 
ter W. Bradley, State Mineralogist, 
announces that word has just been 
received from Senator James E. 
Murray of Montana, who introduced j 
a bill to again suspend assessment 
work on mining claims for the cur- 


rent year ending at noon July 1, 


1939, that the senate has postponed 
indefinitely further consideration of 
the bill and that this action will 
prevent enactment at this session. 

This means that $100 worth of la- 
bor and improvements must be done 
on or for each unpatented mining 
claim held on location before noon 
July 1st, in order to maintain title 
to the claim, 

The courts have held, however, 
that if the work is started before 
the end of the year and continued 
thereafter with “due diligence” un- 
til completed that it will satisfy the 
law. It is better, if possible to have | 
the work completed before the end} 
of the year as the question of “due 
diligence” cannot then arise and a 
law suit may be avoided, in case 
the claim is “jumped.”

70 Per Cent Increase In 
Applications For 1939 
Over Previous Year 


| The period for applying for par- 


, ticipation in the Range Conserva- 
tion program closed on June 1st, 
with an increase of 70 per cent in 
applications received in 1939 over 
1938, according to B. E, Haslam, 
conservation association secretary. 


Requests for development of wa- 
ter facilities on range lands lead all 
other practices for the mountain 
area. Reseeding and maintaining an 
adequate forage cover follows close- 

| ly in the choice of the operators who 
| applied. 
Amador county led in 1938 in wa- 
| ter development, with the construc- 
tion of fifteen dams for impounding 
"stock water. Development of springs 
|is adequately meeting the need for 
more and cleaner water for stock 
in other counties. Farther south, 
where the range land runs out into 
the valley more, many wells have 
_ been dug for the same purposes. 


Several thousand acres of over- 
,8razed range land has bee nbrought 
back to greater productive capacity 
by non-grazing for one or two years, 
during the period of time required 
to mature seed, usually from March 
to July. 


Range operators in the area serv- 
ed by these associations received ap- 
proximately $13,932. in payments for 
performing conservation work in 
1938. Crop men received in practice 
payments $10,573. It is expected by 
the headquarters office in Placer- 
ville that both types’ of payments 
will increase materially in 1939.

Paul Solves Chureh Problems 
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(The International Uniform 
Lesson on the above topic for June 
11 is I Corinthians 1:1-8, 10, 11; 
4:14.21; Galatians 1:1-7; 3:1-29; 
I Thessalonians 1:1; 4:9 to 5:22, 
the Golden Text being Phil. 1:27, 
“Only let your conversation be as 
it becometh the Gospel of 
Christ.”)

AS HAS been said before in 
these lessons, Paul was a great 
letter writer. He was much bet- 
ter educated than many of the 
early Christians. He was a Phar- 
isee, one of the aristocrats of Jew- 
ish religion, and he learned the 
trade of tent making because all 
Jewish youths were made to learn 
@ trade. 

As we have seen in other les- 
sons, he was a forceful man, a 
natural leader, who did what he 
did with energy and enthusiasm. 
Just as he was relentless in his 
persecution of the Christians be- 
fore his conversion, so later was 
he filled with ardor for his new 
faith and tireless in his efforts 
to make converts to it. 


Possibly in heaven there will be 
Do dissension, but on earth, 
“where two or three people are 
gathered together,” or are con- 
tinually associated together in 
work or play, arguments and dis- 
agreements arise. Some would be 
leaders, ‘some are puffed up,” as 
Paul wrote, and are not willing to 
give up their way for the general’ 
good and for peace. 


Argue at Corinth 


In the church at Corinth which, 
you remember, was one of the 
strongest that Paul founded, they 
began to argue as to which leader 
they owed allegiance. Some were 
for following Paul, some Apollos, 
Cephas or Christ. Paul heard of 
the discussions, and wrote them, 
“Now I beseech you, brethren, by 
the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, that ye all speak the same 
thing, and that there be no die 
visions among you; but that ye 
be perfectly joined together in 
the same mind and in the same 
judgment.” To “preach Christ

and Him crucified,” must be the 
aim of all, said Paul. 

He hoped he could visit them, 
but you know that he was not ale 
ways free. Traveling was hard 
and distances were long, and 
sometimes Paul was in prison, or 
at least not free to leave a certain 
city. You remember how in Rome, 
while he was a virtual prisoner, 
he lived in a house of his own 
and was allowed to go about his 
work of preaching, although he 
was in charge of a soldier all the 
time. 


With Rod or Love? 


“What will ye? shall I come 
unto you with a rod, or‘in love, 
and in the spirit of meekness?” 
he asks them. Again, “be at 
peace among yourselves, warn 
them that are unruly, comfort 
the feebleminded, support the 
weak, be patient toward all men.” 

It must have been very hard for 
Paul to see the church members 
quarreling among themselves 
when their energy should have 
been expanded on the work of the 
church, in making converts and 
in showing outsiders that Chrise 
tians were loving and kind—true 
followers of the gentle Master, 
“ever following that which is 
good,” as Paul said. 

The formula that Paul laid 
down for these early Christians 
in his letters to them may well 
be adopted as rules of conduct 
for us all. “That no man defraud 
his brother in any matter: bee 
cause that the Lord is the avenger 
of all such.... As touching 
brotherly love .. . we beseech, 
you, brethren, that ye increase 
more and more, and that ye study 
to be quiet, and to do your own 
business, and to work with your 
own hands... that ye man walk 
honestly toward them that are 
without (outside the church). 

Then he touches on the come 
mon grief, Death, saying, “But I 
would not have you to be ignore 
ant, brethren, concerning them 
which are asleep, that ye sorrow 
not, even as others that have no 
hope. For if we believe that 
Jesus rose again, even so them 
also which sleep in Jesus will 
God bring with . Wherefore 
comfort one another with these 
‘words.”

The early Christians were no different 
from people today; they continuously 
disputed among themselves, and at 
Corinth the church members were di- 
vided, some saying they were of Paul, 


some of Anollos. Cenhas or of Christ. 


| CALIFORNIA NAUTICAL SCHOOL 
TERMS ANNOUNCED

| eral government for the purpose of 
training officers for the U. S. Naval 
Reserve, and for the Merchant Ma- 
rine. Appointments are not made 
unless the applicant certifies that he 
intends to become an Officer al- 
though no binding contract is re- 


quired. Candidates received between | 


the ages of 17 and 23. 


There is a current demand for 
more graduates than can be sup- 
plied to the U. S. Merchant Marine. 
Graduates can readily get positions 
at sea as Third Mate or as Third 
Engineer with rapid promotions 
ahead both ashore and afloat. The 
school is maintained at considerable 
expense but tuition is free, the cadet 
is required to pay an annual fee of 
$225 to cover cost of board, lodg- 
ing, work uniforms, medical service, 
and similar items. Cadets from out- 
side of California are admitted at 
a fee of $500 per year. In addition, 
there is an annual average cost of 
about $65 for dress uniforms, laun- 
dry, insurance, athletics, and such 
technical books as the graduate re- 
quires for his duties at sea as an 
officer. Arrangements may be made 
for installment payments. Practic- 
ally all the training is done on board 
the USS California State which is a 
naval vessel lent by act of Congress 
to the state. The ship is maintain- 
ed in excellent condition by the Navy 
Department for which purpose this 
ship spends about a month a year 
at the Mare Island Navy Yard. 


The usual routine of the training 
ship is to tie up at the Naval Base 
at Tiburon, San Francisco Bay, for 
about seven months each year with 
a four months mid-winter cruise to 
various foreign ports. The ship re- 
cently returned from a cruise around 
the world. The USS California State 
is now at Treasure Island where it 
is part of the Federal and State Ex- 
hibits. The graduation exercises for 
the class of 1939 will be held in the 
California State Auditorium, Trea- 
sure Island on June 16. The public 
is invited for an inspection of the 
school and its facilities.
